| What To Do To Help Win War 


(Continued from page 1) 
tables without water. The fall 
garden should be planted on a 
branch bottom or some provision 
made for irrigation. 

The spring garden should be 
planted early on well-d rained up- 
land. Do not wait until “Good 
Friday” to start the garden, Plant 
something every few weeks. 

Well-rotted manure is a good 
garden fertilizer. Broadeast 25 
pounds on a 100-foot row and 
spade or plow it into the soil. Ap- 
ply 5 pounds of 4-10-7 in the row 
ten days before planting. 

Fight the bugs by dusting the 
plants every week, when needed, 
with rotenone dust. 

Grow a variety of vegetables 
throughout the year, and can, 
dry, or store the surplus. 


Feed Crops 


AXIMUM production of feed 

crops, including legume and 
grass hays, small grain, corn, 
peanuts, and silage are now 
necessary to produce an increas- 
ed supply of meat, milk and eggs 
go vital in feeding our armed 
forces, people at home, and our 
allies. Be certain to plant plenty 
of feed crops of all kinds. 

Good permanent pastures sup- 
plemented by seasonal temporary 
grazing crops should be planned 
and provided to help produce 
more meat, milk, and eggs. Also 
green grazing crops are impor- 
tant, especially for dairy cows, 
because of the increase in the 
vitamin content of milk so essen- 
tial to good health. 


Beef Cattle 
long-time program that will 
help includes: 

1. Improving pasture. 

2. Producing temporary graz- 
ing crops. 

8. Increasing 
and hay. 

4. Using better bulls. 

5. Building up cow herds by 
saving best heifers. 

Farmers in 1942 can help win 
the war by: : 

1. Saving larger percentage of 
the calf crop by better feeding 
of brood cows and giving them 
more care and attention at calv- 
ing time. 

2. Culling cow herd drastical- 
ly, marketing old, barren, irregu- 
lar producing and off-type cows. 

8. Creep feeding calves until 
weaning time to supplement slack 
milkers and to bring calves to de- 
sirable size as feeders. 

4. Keep cattle free of parasites 
by dipping, spraying or dusting 
for external parasites; scouring 
backs with derris mixture for 
grubs; and treating them with 
phenothyazine for internal para- 
sites. 

5. Handling cattle carefully 
when transporting to market. A 
large amount of meat is lost each 
year by bruises caused by rough 
handling.

6. Feeding surplus grain and 
hay to calves so that they may 
be marketed when the supply 
from other sections is short. 

See page 7 for dairy sugges- 
tions. 


Hogs 


1. Getting hogs out of old lots 
and pens and putting them on 
new ground, preferably small 
grain, clover or other grazing 
crops, is advisable. 

2. Treat pigs for worms when 
needed and kill external para- 
sites with used motor oil. 

8. Breed all available gilts and 
SOWS. : 

4. Conserve grain by supple- 
menting with mixture of 14 tank- 
age and 14 cottonseed meal or 
peanut meal, or peanut meal 
alone, 1 gallon per bushel of corn. 

5. Keep hogs on grazing crops, 
legumes if possible. 

6. Keep mixture of equal parts 
by weight of salt, charcoal or 
ashes, and limestone before all 
hogs at all times. 


7. Use hogs to glean peanuts 
and grain fields. 

8. Keep a shoat following each 
corn fed steer and each corn fed 
farm milk cow. 

9, Feed pregnant sows a good 
balanced ration so as to get 
strong litter of pigs. 

10. For each sow use approxi- 
mately the following acreages: 
one acre permanent pasture 
(spring and summer grazing) ; 
one acre alfalfa, kudzu or other 
legume (spring and summer graz- 
ing’) ; one acre small grain—oats, 
crimson clover or alfalfa (fall 
and winter grazing); two acres 
runner peanuts (finish spring lit- 
ter); three acres corn (90 bu.) 
(finish fall litter). 

If corn is to be the only finish- 
ing crop, substitute 3 additional 
acres of corn for the 8 acres of 
peanuts. 


Soil Building 


LL possible summer and win- 

ter legumes should be plant- 

ed to add nitrogen and organic 

matter to the soil, and to control 

soil erosion. The use of legumes 

becomes more and more impor- 
tant as the war goes on. 

The importance of producing 
and saving seed of all kinds of 
crops is magnified by the war 
conditions. Many seed that were 
formerly available will be scarce, 
if available at all, and at higher 
prices. Every possible means 
should be used to produce and 
save the seed needed on each 
farm. 


Farm Machinery 


pata naar farmers are faced 
with the problem of produc- 
ing more food and feed with a 
shortage of labor and equipment. 
To help farmers meet their pro- 
duction goals, the following sug- 
gestions are offered: 

1. Obtain needed parts and 


Sorghum laid whole in trench silo keeps just as well as if it 
were cut before being stored, as is the general practice. Cows 
like it as well as chopped silage, report workers at the Ala- 
bama Experiment Station, where tests on this are being carried out. 
Such handling of sorghum for feed should fit the small farmer who 
does not have expensive equipment to cut silage before storing. One 
man can cut around 500 pounds per hour (enough to feed 12-15 
cows for a day) with a sharpened spade. 


-get all farm implements repaired 


as early as possible. 

2. Purchase all new equipment 
needed at earliest possible date. 
Remember the supply is limited 
and the man who gets there first, 
will be served first. 

8. Use two-horse implements 
instead of one-horse plows where- 
ever possible. Where one man 
can plow two mules instead of 
one, he can double his efforts and 
in most instances do a better job 
than he can do with one mule. 

4, Take good care of all farm- 
ing tools. A good coat of lead 
paint on the steel and wood parts 
and plenty of grease in the bear- 
ings and on the wearing surfaces, 
will stop rust losses. Keeping all 
bolts tight will be saving many 
dollars loss from _ breakage. 
Checking, tightening, cleaning 
and adjusting tractors and trucks 
will pay dividends. 


Farm Family Living 


ARM families will likely have 
more money in 1942 than they 
had in 1940 or 1941, but prices 
of the things they buy will be 
higher. Some materials and 
equipment will be unavailable. 


Farm families should: 

1. Pay off old debts and im- 
prove farm. 

2. Defer unnecessary pur- 
chases until after the war. 

8. Repair farm and home 
equipment immediately. 

4, Increase savings by buying 
defense bonds. 

5. Produce and conserve more 
food in 1942. 

6. Pay more attention to qual- 
ity in purchases. Study labels, 
materials, etc. 

7. Make every effort to reach 
farm production goals. 


More Eggs 


Exe SAM has asked Ala- 
bama farmers and farm 
women ‘to produce 15,239,865 


dozen more eggs in 1942 than 
in 1941. How can this be done? 
By using every method known 
and devise others if possible to 
get more eggs each day from 
present flock and by increasing 
the number of hens on the farm 
where possible. 

Last year 179 Alabama farm- 
ers and farm women cooperating 
with the Alabama Extension Ser- 
vice produced 174 eggs per hen 
from over 39,000 hens. What was 
your flock average? How did 
the people conducting the demon- 
strations get such good produc- 
tion and show a profit of $1.53 
per hen above feed cost? 

Started with good chicks se- 
cured from a breeder or hatch- 
eryman who is following a recog- 
nized poultry improvement pro- 
gram which includes breeding for 
egg production and disease con- 
trol. 

Developed good strong healthy 
pullets by correctly brooding the 
chicks, growing them out on a 
good clean range, and supplying 
them with plenty good well bal- 
anced feed. 

Housed the birds when mature 
in a comfortable, inexpensive 
chicken house, the floor was kept 
dry and the building closed on 
at least three sides. 

Managed the flock in such a 
manner to get maximum feed 
consumption. Fed moist crumbly 
mash at noon, gave them sprout- 
ed oats or plenty of good green 
feed daily. Kept the birds free 
from external and internal para- 
sites. Provided the birds with 
plenty of fresh water daily and 
confined the birds to their house 
until noon time during the winter 
months. ' 

Marketed high quality infer- 
tile eggs by gathering frequently 
from clean nests. Using wire or 
ventilated baskets and held eggs 
in cool place free from molt and 
delivered to consumer market at 

least once each week.

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During the past month the Elba 
Chapter Future Farmers of Amer- 
ica have been studying in their 
regular class work ways in which 
we can help produce more food 
for the home, and where  possi- 
ble, enough to sell, 

Many of the members have de- 
cided to carry poultry as a pro- 
ject, and with this in mind, for 
the past week we have been con- 
structing in shop, lamp brooders 
in which to grow out the chicks 
Most of the chicks 
will be grown out for the purpose 
of furnishing’ enough eggs and 
meat for the family, and if there 
is any extra, they will be sold on 
the market. 

To be successful in raising 
chicks one must first make plans 
and then try to follow them, In 
our study the following things 
were taken into consideration and 


will be followed by each student: 


Purchase your chicks from a 
hatchery that you know some- 
thing about, so you will receive 


good chicks; do not buy cheap 
chicks, as you will receive only 


what you pay for, 
ready for the chicks when you 
receive them. Be sure to keep 
your chicks at the proper temper- 
ature, feed on a good starting 
feed, change to a growing ration 
when they are 6 to 8 weeks old, 
add grain as soon as they will eat 
it to cut down on the cost of feed, 
start using laying mash as soon 
as 10 per cent of the pullets start 
laying, have plenty of fresh water 
before them at all times. Cull out 
all poor looking chicks, as they 
will not pay for their feed. Vac- 
cinate for sorehead when they are 
6 to 8 weeks old, check for lice 
and mites, and where lice are 
found treat them with sodium flo- 
ride, for mites use burnt oil and 
kerosene, and above all, keep the

brooder and house clean at all 
times, 
Remember that each person 


needs 88 dozen eggs each year, 
and the average hen in Alabama 
produces only about 6 dozen eggs. 
You can help to increase this by 
taking better care of your hens.

NEW SANITARY OFFICER 
WILL WORK IN COFFEE 

W. I. Phillips, Jr., has been as- |} 
signed to Coffee County as emer- 
gency sanitary officer due to the 
military camp construction and 
will assist W. C. McTyeire, per- 
manent officer, in the execution 
of all measures necessary for pre- 
serving public health. 

Mr. Phillips, who is a specialist 
in defense areas, came to Coffee 
from Marshall County. These of- 
ficers will enforce the state law 
on sanitation in rural areas adja- 
cent to the camp and within an 
easy radius of the towns. 

The city council of Enterprise 
agreed at a recent meeting to 
enforce all sanitary laws on its 
statute books and acting under 
the provisions of the Kelley Act, 
will provide proper sanitation 
when property owners fail or are 
unable to do so. A lien will be 
made on the property for the pur- 
pose. 

A survey of the town is under- 
way to ascertain conditions and 
rigid rules of sterilization are be- 
ing enforced in eating establish- 
ments.

Matthew 8:23-34, 
What manner of man

The mighty works of Jesus de- 
clared Him to be the Son of God— 
yes, very God Himself. Unbeliev- 
ing men who would discredit the 
Word of God and deny the Godhood 
of the Son are at much labor and 
trouble to explain away the mira- 
cles, but without any success, 

In our lesson for today we have 
Christ showing His divine power 
over the forces of nature, and over 
the demons of the evil spirit world. 
We find the disciples in the storm— 

I. Fearful—but Not in Danger (vv. 
23-27), 

The Son of God—who had become 
Son of man—showed His true hu- 
manity by that weariness which 
made Him sleep through a tempes- 
tuous storm such as often came 
upon Lake Galilee. ‘Like a general 
in time of war Jesus slept when He 
could.’” 

As He calmly slept, fear of de- 
struction laid its deadly grip upon 
the hearts of the disciples. For the 
moment they saw only the angry 
waves, the smallness of their craft, 
the hopelessness of their situation, 
apparently forgetting that with 
Christ in the boat they were in no 
danger, in spite of the fearfulness 
of their surroundings and circum- 
stances. 

Is this not clearly a lesson for 
us in this day so full of alarms and 
fears? If we think of circumstances 
and conditions round about us we 
shall be overcome with fear—and 
well we may, if we do not have 
Christ with us in the boat of life. 
But if He is there—if we are His 
in the kinship of regenerating grace 
—we are in no danger. Shall we 
not accept the tender rebuke, ‘‘Why 
are ye fearful, O ye of little faith?’’ 
(v, 26). 

The majestic scene of Christ still- 
ing the tempest, reminds us not 
only that He can control any force 
of nature, but also that there is no 
storm of heart or mind or life to 
which He cannot authoritatively 
say, ‘“‘Peace, be still’? (Mark 4:39). 
Will you trust Him with your prob- 
lem? 

On the other side of the lake 
Christ met another kind of need— 
and cared for it. He there deliv- 
ered two men who were— 


II. Demon-dominated, but Net 
Hopeless (vy. 28-34). 
There is only one devil, but he 


has many demons who do his bid- 
ding. The evidence is clear that 
these demons were able to enter 
into the personality of a human be- 
ing and take control of the life. 
This was not insanity or a sickness 
of the body, but devil domination. 


These two men (Mark and Luke 
speak only of one—perhaps the more 
violent of the two) were so strong 
and wicked because of the demon 
in them, that their relatives and 
friends had given them up as hope- 
less and had sent them out to live in 
the wilderness. 


How horrible is the power of the 
devil in the life of any man or wom- 
an. But let us never forget that 
while no man can control such a sit- 
uation (Mark 5:4), God is able. 
“With God all things are possible” 
(Matt. 19:26). We have not done all 
we can for our devil dominated 
friends and relatives until we have 
brought them to Jesus. 


Notice that the demons recognized 
Christ as the Son of God (v. 29). 
They knew that He had the power 
to control them and that the day 
was to come when He would judge 
them, 

The men were completely cured 
(Mark 5:15) as the demons were 
permitted to enter the herd of 
swine. Those poor beasts, appar- 
ently not content to harbor the evil 
spirits, cast themselves into the sea. 

When the people of the land heard 
what had taken place they asked 
Jesus to leave. They evidently 
weighed the relative value of two 
men in their right mind over against 
a herd of swine and decided that 
they could not afford to have men 
delivered from the devil at such 
expense. 

Unfortunately the ‘‘descendants”’ 
of those people seem to be in some 
of our churches today. They can 
afford anything in the way of lux- 
ury for themselves, but they are 
sure it costs too much to keep the 
church open — or to provide a 
preacher—or suitable equipment for 
the Lord’s work. How unspeakably 
sad! 


Perseverance 
Soldiers must break step in 
marching over a bridge, for the 


vibration caused by their marching 
in step would shake down the most 
solid structure. And so it is with 
the spiritual obstacle you may 
meet: steady tramping, the plod- 
ding doing of your duty day after 
day, will in time tumbie it over.

SERIOUS FARM LABOR 


SHORTAGE REPORTED 
AUBURN, Ala.- In an effort 


to cope with the serious farm la- 
bor shortage over Alabama, the 
State USDA. War Board has: ask- 
ed that “wherever farm laborers 
are available on WPA rolls we ask 
the WPA to drop these persons 
as quickly. as they can be absorbed 
on farms,’ 

At the same time the board 
commended the Department of 
Education in keeping many pub- 
lic schools open six days a week 
and recommended that further 
provisions be made to adjust the 
school term in order to release 
school boys for farm labor need- 
ed in the defense effort. 

Local draft boards were asked 
to be very considerate in cClassi- 
fication of farmers and men 
working on farms with the view 
of placing each man where he can 
contribute most to the war effort. 
The strict enforcement of all va- 
grancy laws by state, county and 
municipal officials also was rec- 
ommended, 

All farmers in need of addition- 
al workers are advised to notify 
the U. S. Employment Service, 
either through local or state rep- 
resentatives. 


FARMERS ADVISED TO GET 
POISON AND EQUIPMENT 

AUBURN, Ala.— Boll weevils 
will again this year do considera- 
ble damage, predicts J. M. Robin- 
son, entomologist of the Alabama 
Polytechnic Institute, who advises 
farmers not to be asleep when 
the enemy strikes but to order 
dusting equipment and calcium 
arsenate now. 

There is a limited amount of 
dusting equipment and if farmers 
expect to get new equipment they 
should order now. There seems to 
be an ample supply of calcium 
arsenate at present but it would 
be wise if supplies be bought now 
and stored in a dry place,

FARMERS OF 
OWN MORE 


ALABAMA 
LIVESTOCK 

AUBURN, Ala. Livestock on 
Alabama farms January 1, this 
year showed a 8 per cent increase 
over the same date last year. At 
the same time the total value of 
Alabama livestock incresed more 
than 24 per cent, due largely to 
the inereased value per head, 

This is reported by J. C. Gar- 
rett, agricultural statistician, of 
Montgomery, in furnishing’ the 
following facts: 

Horses on farms January 1, this 
head year are estimated at 64,000 


head, a 2 per cent increase, and 
mules at 294,000 head, a 2 per 
cent decrease. 

All cattle on farms are esti- 
mated at 1,086,000 head compar- 
ed with 1,084,000 head for the 
same date last year, an increase 


of 5 per cent, 

Hogs are estimated at 1,060,000 
head compared with 1,089,000 
head on January 1, 1941, an in- 
crease of 2 per cent, 

Chickens on farms January 1 
numbered 9,198,000 head. This is 
22 per cent more than the num- 
ber on farms one year ago, Tur- 
key numbers are estimated at 
59,000 head, which is 20 per cent 
higher than a year earlier. 


Total passenger car 
tions in the United States in- 
creased by nearly 5,000,000 from 
1935 to 1940, and the bulk of that 
expansion in automobile owner- 
ship is believed to have occurred 
among families with modest in- 
comes,

Unexpected Death 
Of John Bonneau 
Is Great Shock 


No death in many months in 
this vicinity has caused more 
widespread sorrow than the sud- 
den passing on last Wednesday 
evening of John M, Bonneau,

of age, was a life-long resident of 
Coffee County, having been born 
at Victoria on January 25, 1887. 
He was the son of the late Dr, 
W. H. Bonneau and Mrs, Annie 
Connelly Bonneau, While a small 
boy he moved to Blba with his 
parents and after reaching young 
manhood secured a job in a hard- 
ware store here, then operated by 
the late J, B. Edwards. 

After a few years, he became 
part owner and manager of the 
business and through the years 
the establishment, Bonneau-Jeter 
Hardware Company, has become 
one of the largest in this section. 
In addition to the large hardware 
and furniture business, the com- 
pany operates funeral parlors in 
Blba and Brantley. He was wide- 
ly known throughout the county 
and this section of the state and 
numbered his friends by the hun- 
dreds, 

Although he had been suffering 
from a heart ailment for several 
months his death came unexpect- 
edly. He complained of not feel- 
ing’ well Wednesday morning and 
remained in bed. Still no uneast- 
ness was felt as to his condition. 
He was stricken while sleeping 
and passed peacefully, thus ful- 
filling a wish he had often made. 

Mr. Bonneau was a member of 
the Baptist Church, a number of 
fraternal societies and civic clubs, 
and was always deeply interested 
in affairs of the community, He 
gave generously and willingly of 
his time and means for any wor- 
thy cause, and his deeds of char- 
ity are without number.

WORKERS 
PROJECTS 


COUNTY COUNCIL 
PLAN THREE 
Three subjects of prime impor- 
tance were discussed at the 
monthly meeting of the County 
Council of Workers held in New 
Brockton, 

These were plans for increasing 
space in the county schools in 
order to accommodate the in- 
crease in population due to near- 
by army camp construction, The 
plans, still in the formulative 
stage, were introduced by Coun- 
ty Superintendent A, C, Duna- 
way, who is president of the 
council, 

Probate Judge J. W. Brock an- 
nounced that arrangements had 
been made for a new highway 
from Enterprise to Daleville, 
thence to join the Bee Line High- 
way near Newton, This will give 
an outlet road between Enterprise 
and Ozark, as the highway now 
in use will be closed to civilian 
traffic. 

The third project was the erec- 
tion of a health center in Enter- 
prise, where public health work 
will be maintained in its various 
fields and services to the public, 
Mayor J. L. Warren has announc- 
ed that a location for the center 
would be donated by the City. 

Two speakers from the State 
Health Department appeared on 
the program, Dr, Clark, Chief of 
the Bureau of Inspection of Foods 
and Drugs, advised that empha- 
sis be placed on the personal 
health and cleanliness of food 
handlers, proper equipment and 
skill in its use. This is urgent 
during the period of inflated pop- 
ulation. 

Dr. Owen of the Department of 
Sanitation, reminded his hearers 
that poor sanitation is a danger 
to both defense workers and sol- 
diers and that time for prepara- 
tion is short. He promised the co- 
operation of the State Depart- 
ment with the public and local 
authorities in a program of safe 
sanitation. 

Every worker present pledged 
a definite contribution from his 
department to the war effort. 


HOG PRODUCTION STRESSED 
AT MIXSONS CROSS. ROADS 


“A hog saved is many mouths 
fed, either civilians or soldiers,” 
says F. H. Morgan, vocational ag- 
ricultural (outside) teacher, con- 
nected with the high school in 
New Brockton. 

Mr. Morgan and the other six 
vocational teachers in Coffee 
County are working day and night 
to encourage and assist the far- 
mers in the production of meat, 
peanuts, gardens and other prod- 
ucts included in the National De- 
fense program. 

In conclusion concerning the 
hogs followed a meeting with him 
Tuesday night of eight farmers 
from the Mixsons Cross Roads 
and New Hope communities when 
120 hogs were vaccinated against 
cholera, using 4,200 cc of serum 
and 250 ce of virus, 

According to estimate, the hogs 
by fall will weigh 24,000 pounds 
and be worth $2,640. “Farm in- 
comes will be increased at least 
one-fourth this year,” said Mr. 
Morgan, “if production of foods 
is increased according to plan.” 
Group meetings are held for dis- 
cussion and instruction.

MONTGOMERY, March 15,— 
Death early Saturday morning 
brought to an end the remarka- 
ble career of David Bibb Graves, 
twice governor of Alabama and 
dominant candidate in a field of 
six for the third term nomination, 
He died of a heart seizure in his 
cottage at Sarasota, Fla,, where 
he had gone with Mrs. Graves to 
convalesce from operations per- 
formed early in the year at Johns

Col, Graves left Johns Hopkins 
on Feb. 19. At Sarasota he sought 
warm sun and rest to fit him for 
the campaign ahead, He had 
convalesced rapidly and had par- 
ticipated actively in plans for a 
statewide rally in Montgomery on 
March 21, when he was to have 
announced his platform, 

Took Long Walk 


Dr, T. L, Matthews, Sarasota 
physician, who attended him 
there, said Col. Graves took a 


long walk on Friday and retired 
that night in high spirits, At 2 
o'clock Saturday morning Mrs. 
Graves was awakened by her hus- 
band’s heavy breathing. She cal- 
ed Dr. Matthews. Col. Graves 
died a short time after his arri- 
val. 

Technically death was ascribed 
to embolism, the lodgement of a 
clot in the blood stream, 

Col. Graves was inaugurated 
Governor of Alabama for the first 
time in January, 1927. The Ala- 
bama constitution prevents a 
Governor’s reelection for consecu- 
tive terms. Col, Graves ran again 
and was elected in 1934. He was 
the first to be elected twice to 
the governorship of Alabama. 

But for his death, it was ap- 
parent to political observers that 
the “Little Colonel’’ was headed 
for a third term in accord with 
his motto, “Keep On Keeping 
On,” 

Had Col. Graves lived he would 
have been 69 years old on April 
1, The years were crowded ones 
and the third term as governor 
was to have been the crowning 
achievement of a life devoted to 
public service. 

In 1939 Col. Graves, a few 
months out of the Governor's 
chair, declined appointment as 
assistant secretary of agriculture 
under Henry A. Wallace, Two 
factors entered into his refusal— 
devotion to the home front and 
the continuing fight for freight 
rate parity for southern shippers 
which he had instituted while 
Governor, 

His death left five candidates 
in the race for the Democratic 
gubernatorial nomination in the 
May 5 primary. While no public 
comment was made, political cir- 
cles agreed that turmoil likely 
would be the immediate effect. 

Several other candidates can- 
celled weekend speaking engage- 
ments and joined officials and or- 
dinary citizens in paying tribute 
to Graves, “Humanitarian,” 
“Champion of the Underprivi- 
leged,” “Builder,” and similar 
words and phrases appeared in 
almost every public statement, 
some of which came from those 
who had been political opponents. 

“He was a champion of the un- 
deerprivileged, of education, of 
the advancement of social wel- 
fare,” said Goy. Frank M. Dixon, 
while Senator Lister Hill declared 
that “Bibb Graves was Alabama’s 
great humanitarian governor; his 
guiding principle was the contin- 
uous responsibility of government 
for human welfare.” 

Born In 1873 

Col. Graves was born on a farm 
in Montgomery County April 1, 
1873. His father died when the 
future governor was but a year 
old and he was reared by his 
grandfather, Russell Graves. He 
attended public schools in Texas 
while living with an uncle, but re- 
turned to graduate from the Uni- 
versity of Alabama in 1893, Later 
he attended the University of 
Texas, and received a law degree 
from Yale in 1896. 

He entered politics in early life, 
serving as a member of the State 
House, as adjutant general, and
